NEW YORK, March 13.—With Attor- 
ney Delmas fighting the introduction of 
testimeny regarding any conversation 
Evelyn Nesbit may have had with 
Abraham H. Hummel, the Thaw trial 
Was today adjourned to tomorrow 
morning. Mr. Delmas fought the tes- 
timony of Hummel on the ground that 

it was not testimony for rebuttal. 
James Clinch Smith, Stanford White's 
brother-in-law, was called again this 
morning. Mr. Smith was late in arriv- 
ing and Mr. Jerome summoned Abraham 
-Hummel to the stand, Scarcely had 
Himmel taken his seat when Smith 
appeared. Thereupon Hummel was 


temporarily excused. Mr. Smith was 
questioned by Mr. Delmas for the de- 
fense as to the cablegram from Mr. 
Jerome summoning him to appear as a 
witness. Mr. Smith said he did not 
have either the original of the cable- 
gram or a copy. 

“As I remember the message,’ said 
Mr. Smith, “it read: *‘Your evidence 
oe, important.

Active rolling for the national 
pionship of the United States 
next Saturday night here in St. 
when the seventh annual tournament of 
the American Bowling Congress starts 
with another recerd-breaking list. In 
spite of the competition of the National 
Bowling Congress and of the Western 
Bowling Congress, which two latter fac- 
tions have tagxen a stand distinctly an- 
tagonistic to the A. B. C. interests, the 
local committee has broken all records 
with its prize list of over $15,000. 

The correct calculation of the increase 
of this year's tournament over that of 
last year shows a gain of $2500. or Zo 
per cent. The number of entries here 
are 245 five-men teams, 511 doubles, and 
1027 individuals. Louisville had 2:1 
fives. 460 doubles and 897 singles, with 
a prize list of $12.418 
\ loss has been sustained also through 
Western Bowling Congress meet, 
registered 8&3 clubs and started 
last Thursday night. 

At least twenty-five clubs have been 
sidetracked by the Denver promoters. 
The three tournaments in the aggregate 
are expected to hang up between $30,000 
and $40,000 in prizes. 

East May Join West. 

This amount of money at stake at 
three different parts of the country has 
started talk once more about gathering 
the Eastern and Western bowlers back 
into one common fold, the latest pro- 
posal. however, being based upon a plan 
for taking the national tournament out 
of the hands of any regular convention 
and giving the captains of the teams 
entered in a tournament the right to 
vote upon the next meeting place. 

In the past Chicago has sent 15 teams 
400 miles for a $6000 purse, when they 
went to Cleveland. With a $40,000 prize 
list, it is figured nearly twice this num- 
ber would make a trip of 1000 miles. 
Other citles are in the same position, 
and the bowling situation needs but an- 
other Moses to lead them out of the wil- 
derness of factional strife. Cincinnat! 
claims that it has a man who can do 
this in Garry Herrmann, ard it is said 
that the head of the National Baseball 
Commission has in hand a plan along 
these lines should ‘‘Cincy” land the 1908 
meet. 

Entries to the Atlantic City tourna- 
ment are being counted this morning by 
Secretary Joseph Estoclet, in Philadel- 
phia. Forecasts of all the way from 100 
to 350 clubs entering are being made by. 
the guessers and it now looks certain 
that at least 200 will get in. 

The 350 prognostication is based upon 
entries of 150 from Greater New York, 
20 from Newark, 100 from Philadelphia 
and 10 or so from Baltimore, Washing- 
ton. Boston. Buffalo, Rochester and oth- 
er towns within 200 miles. Chicago will 
send three teams and will have the ban- 
ner delegation in point of distance trav- 
eled.,
